Voluntary Merger 
With Negroes Set 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Dele­ 
gates to the worldwide Method­ 
ist General Conference voted ac­ 
ceptance today of a voluntary 
racial integration program for 
the church. 
The more than 900 delegates 
approved the proposal by an 
overwhelming margin. It calls 
for m erger of white and Negro 
church subdivisions on a strictly 
voluntary basis. 
In effect, the church’s all-Ne­ 
gro Central Jurisdiction, em ­ 
bracing some 375,000 Negroes, 
would be eliminated. 
Generally, Methodist observ­ 
ers 
described 
the 
action 
as 
moderate. No enforcement m a­ 
chinery was established. 
Tha program was drawn up 
by 
the 
church's 
Commission 
on Interjurisdictional Relations. 
Debate opened Thursday and 
continued into the night. 
Under the 
program, Negro 
church members would be ab­ 
sorbed into the five white juris­ 
dictions, which are set up along 
geographical lines. 
The program, officially called 
“ a plait of action,” would not 
necessarily 
mix 
Negro 
and 
white congregations during the 
next four years. However, t h e 
wording of the plan clearly in­ 
dicates this is the church’s ulti­ 
mate aim. 
The 375,000 Negro members 
live mainly in the area of the 
Southeast Juristiction. 
There are 9.6 million white 
Metnodists in this country. 
Southern delegates offered op­ 
position to the plan, mainly in 
the form of delaying action. 
Some other opposition came 
from

who felt the 
program did not go far enough 
in removing racial barriers in 
the church.

one-third of whom are from the 
South.

Truck Farm Operation Here 
Means Fresh Garden Food 


Immediately below 
S o u t h pQ': 
Bloomfield on Route 23 there Is 
an interesting roadside market i 
operated by an enterprising and 
energetic young man by th e 
name of Harold (Hal) Richard. 
From the first of May until 
the first of November, fresh 
garden produce ranging from 
petunias to pumpkins is rais­ 
ed and 
arketed. This truck 
farm operation is conducted 
on a spread of 350 acres. 
Richard plants about 250 of 
these acres in sweet cora. His 
plantings are staggered so that 
f r e s h roasting ears will be 
available daily during the sea­ 
son to meet demand. 
Richard's average of about 
1,000 dozens per acre means that 
a lot of sweet corn is needed to 
satisfy consumer appetites. 


IN ADDITION to corn, H a l 
grows and markets each year 
some 8,000 bushels of tomatoes, 
20 or more tons of asparagus, 
2,500 h u n d r e d baskets of let­ 
tuce, 4,000 bushels of melons, 60 
tons of pumpkins and scads of 
tender f r e s h peas. All types of 
g a r d e n vegetables such as 
onions, carrots, cabbage and 
beans are produced to meet the 
roadside market demand. 
With about one-third acre un­ 
der glass, Richard not only pro­ 
duces l e t t u c e and tomatoes 
for the late spring market, but 
also grows plants for the home 
garden. Included are about 1,200 
flats of flowers of 50 or rn o r e 
varieties. 
: One of the interesting features 
of this garden operation is t h e 
method by which cantaloupe are 
grown. A f t e r the soil is pre­ 
pared for planting, long sheets 
bf plastic are placed over the 
row area. This inhibits th e 
growth of weeds and conserves 
moisture for the prime plant. 
I This is just one example of 
j the technology and skill em- 
■ ployed by Richard to bring 
; the finest quality produce to 
: his farm market. 
' Other amas tasting the good­ 
ness of fruits and vegetables 
raised in Pickaway County are 
Cleveland, C o l u m b u s , Cin­ 
cinnati, Dayton and Huntington.

More than one of every three 
Ohio farm families can be clas­ 
sified as poor on the basis of 
annual cash income, says Dr. 
John B. Mitchell, Extension ru­ 
ral sociologist at Ohio S t a t e 
University. 
Families with incomes of 
less than $3,000 a year are 
considered to be living in 
proverty under defeinitions set 
by the E c o n o m i c Report 
of the President recently sub­ 
mitted to Congress. One-sixth 
of all families in Ohio fall into 
this caetgory, as compared 
with one-fifth of all families in 
the United States, Dr. Mitchell 
explains. 
Nationally, more than 40 per 
cent of farm families have mon 
ey incomes of less than $3,000 
a year. The President’s report 
defines proverty as the inabil­ 
ity to satisfy minimum needs. 
The poor are those whose re­ 
sources are inadequate to se­ 
cure food, clothing, health care, 
and shelter to meet minimum 
standards. An annual income of 
$3,000 before taxes is consider 
ed necessary for this purpose. 
Of Ohio’s 2.5 million families 
in 1959, nearly 16 per cent re 
ported incomes of under $3,000 
in the 1960 U. S. census. This in­ 
cluded nearly 250,000 urban fam­ 
ilies, 
91.000 
rural 
non-farm 
families, and 47,000 rural farm 
families. The latter represented 
35 per cent of all rural fami­ 
lies, while the percentages for 
other groups were 18 per cent 
of the rural non-farm, 13.5 per 
cent of the urban, and 15.7 per 
cent of all families.

By ma­ 
jor residential groupings, the 
higher income group included 
18 per cent of urban families, 12 
per cent of rural non-farm, and 
only 8.9 per cent of rural farm 
families. 
This income situation points 
up the current need for a re­ 
organization 
of 
human 
re­ 
sources as well as facilities in 
rural areas, Dr. Mitchell de­ 
clares. Many of the husbands 
in rural families are casualties 
of technological advances and 
the mechanization of agricul­ 
ture. Often their fathers operat­ 
ed subsistence - type farms 
which yielded satisfactory 
in­ 
comes three or four decades 
ago. Today these small units do 


not provide sufficient income or 
full employment. Many of these 
people are attempting to sup­ 
plement their income with off- 
farm employment. 
Low income and under-em- 
ployment are chronic problems 
where there are too many peo­ 
ple for the jobs available. The 
size of this problem is empha­ 
sized when expressed in terms 
of man-years of idle labor. In 
a recent study by the O h i o 
Agricultural 
Experiment 
Sta­ 
tion, the total surplus labor in 
seven southeastern Ohio coun­ 
ties was estimated at almost 
12,000 man-years. 
Another situation that con­ 
tributes to the poverty prob­ 
lem, a c c o r d i n g to Dr. 
Mitchell, is “stranded popula­ 
tion” — pockets of persons 
living in rural areas where the 
basis of the local economy has 
been exhausted. This might 
be coal, clay or timber. Us­ 
ually such people are unskill­ 
ed or do not have market­ 
able skills for other areas or 
other occupations. 
A lack of capital and less 
than average education make 
employment adjustments diffi­ 
cult for many of these families, 
the Extension sociologist ex­ 
plains. Often the families con­ 
tinue to eke out their existence 
in areas where land is cheap. 
Community action programs 
built around resource develop­ 
ment and retraining of eligible 
workers offer possible answers 
to the complex problems caus­ 
ing poverty conditions. Much 
more effort will be required of 
community leaders and county, 
state, and federal organizations 
and agencies if the situation is 
to be corrected. 
The future well being of the 
children from low income fam­ 
ilies depends largely on the vis­ 
ion and efforts of today’s lead­ 
ers, Dr. Mitchell concludes. 


HONOLULU (AP)— Some of 
Hawaii’s mountains are grow­ 
ing higher as the years pass; 
others have shrunk. 
That’s how things appear to 
be, according to figures recent­ 
ly issued by the U. S. Geologi­ 
cal Survey, but they really 
aren’t. It’s just that a new and 
more accurate way of measur­ 
ing elevation is being used. 
A 5,240-foot mountain on the 
island of Kauai, for instance, is 
now officially 70-feet higher than 
in 1910. But Haleakala on the is­ 
land of Maui — measured at 10,- 
025 feet in 1924 — is two feet 
shorter. 


Navigation for Divers 


SKOKIE, 111. (AP) -Skin 
and scuba divers are going to 
school to learn the technique of 
underwater navigating. 
The Tritons, a 10-year-old club 
composed of skin and scuba 
divers, conducted c l a s s e s in 
night school at Niles West High. 
The 67-member club trained 
25 students. 
In classroom work, the stu­ 
dents learn their equipment — 
what it does, how to use it and 
the dangers in misuse. T h e y 
also study the basic physiology 
in learning the effects of diving 
pressure on the body and the 


essentials of decompression. 
They are taught how to wear 
a face mask and breath out of 
a snorkle. Then they learn how 
to swim o n l y with fins. They 
also learn how to clear the face 
mask of water without panick­ 
ing.

Roaches Can 
Survive in 


Any Habitat 


Spring and summer are the 
time of year when roaches and 
other common household pests 
become especially troublesome. 
And even if you keep a taut 
house, you may still be invaded 
by the American, German or 
Oriental cockroach. These spe­ 
cies are so adaptable, they can 
live on soap, p a p e r , cloth — 
even ink. 
In fact, the cockroach has 
learned during it’s 250-million- 
year h i s t o r y to alter its di­ 
gestive system to accomodate 
almost any diet. 
While it prefers homecooked 
meals, it doesn’t necessarily 
need them. When pickings are 
slim in the kitchen, the roach 
will meander to the bathroom 
for a repast of shaving cream, 
toothpaste, hair oil, anything 
containing grease. 
How do roaches get into the 
house? You bring most of them 
in! You’re even nice enough to 
pick them up at the grocery 
store and give them a nice, com­ 
fortable ride home in the gro­ 
cery bag or soft drink carton. 
You won’t see the roaches, of 
course, but the eggs are there. 
Each egg capsule contains up 
to 35 potential roaches. On c e 
home, these will hatch out in 
five to 14 days.

Faster Gain Seen 
In Crossbred Beef 


Will beef cattle raisers even­ 
tually switch from purebreds to 
crossbreds? 
Comparisons 
at experiment 
stations 
show that c a t t l e 
crosses out-perform purebreds 
in the same way crossbred pigs 
outperform their purebred an­ 
cestors, Farm Journal maga­ 
zine reports. 
Purebred cattle crosses pro­ 
duce true hybrid vigor — re­ 
sulting in heavier, 
stronger 
calves at weaning, faster gains 
and higher grades. 
S. L. Crochet, who heads cat­ 
tle operations for the big USSC 
Ranch in Florida, makes three- 
way crosses with great success. 
He first crosses a 
European 
breed of bull — either Angus, 
Hereford or Charolais — 
on 
Brahman cow’s, then breeds 
these half-and-halves back to a 
European bull of a different 
breed than used in the origin­ 
al cross. 
Crochet says that threebred 
hybrid calves will we: 
22 per 
cent to 34 per cent heavier than 
straightbreds, compared with 
an average 18 per cent increase 
in weight for two-breed crosses. 


Two-year tests at the Ft. Rob­ 
inson, Neb., Beef Research Sta­ 
tion shows that Angus, Short­ 
horn and Hereford crosses have 
these advantages over pure­ 
breds : 
Stronger calves — seven per 
cent more alive IO days after 
birth, 6 per cent more alive aft­ 
er weaning. 
Heavier 
at weaning —- 97 
c r o s s b r e d s outweighed 82 
straightbreds by an average 22 
pounds at 200 days the f i r st 
year; by 17 pounds the second 
year. 
Faster gains in 
feedlot — 
crossbred s t e e r s outweigh­ 
ed straighbreds by 43 pounds 
when marketed. 


Choose Well-Drained Site 


Before Planting Garden 


Passionate Hydrants 
SOUTH MIAMI, Fal. (AP)— 
Firemen are painting the city’s 
fire hydrants green, orange and 
red. 
It isn’t that the city decided 
the fireplugs were too drab. But 
inspectors are checking the out­ 
put capacity of the plugs. Green 
means more than 1,000 gallons 
per minute; orange, 500 to I,* 
OOO; and red, under 500. 


If you expect high productivi­ 
ty from your garden, you must 
take good care of the soil. 
The first requirement 
is 
a well - drained site, says E. 
C. Wittmeyer, Extension hort­ 
iculturist at Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. Many vegetables are 
injured and even k i l l e d if 
water stands for more than a 
few hours. 
If the site is not ideal, drain­ 
age can be improved by increas­ 
ing the organic 
matter 
on 
heavier 
soils, 
using 
ditches 
for surface drainage, and in­ 
stalling tile lines where outlets 
are available. 
Good soil management involv­ 
es working the soil at the right 
time, applying sufficient lime to 
maintain the pH in the range 
of 6.2 to 6.8, using ample com­ 
mercial fertilizer, applying man­ 
ure or g r o w i n g cover crops 
to increase the soil organic 
matter content. 
* * • 
MANY gardeners make the 
mistake of plowing or spading 
the soil b e f o r e it is ready 
This is particularly critical with 
s i l t y clay loams, clay loams, 
and clays. If such s o i l s are 
worked when they are wet, th e 
garden may be cloddy and diffi­ 
cult to cultivate throughout the 
season. 
To tell when a soil Is r e a d y 


for plowing or spading, take a 
soil sample with a spade or 
trow’el, Wittmeyer advises. Take 
a sample from a depth of five 
to six inches and squeeze the 
soil until a ball is firmed. 
If the soil ball remains firm 
after pressure is released, de­ 
lay w o r k i n g the soil for sev­ 
eral days until it has dried. If 
the soil crumbles easily, then 
it is ready for tilling. 
The amount of fertilizer to ap­ 
ply depends on the amount ap­ 
plied last year, the amount of 
manure being applied, if any, 
and the n a t u r a l fertility of 
the soil. G e n e r a l l y , 2ft to 3 
pounds per IOO square feet of a 
complete fertilizer, such as 6-24- 
12 or 8-16-16 will be necessary 
in most Ohio soils. Additional 
nitrogen may be needed, says 
Wittmeyer, depending upon the 
crop being raised and the cli­ 
mate.

Apple Scab Control Can Be 
Problem during Wet Season 


The next few weeks can be a 
critical period in Ohio apple or­ 
chards, according to plant path­ 
ologists H. F. Winter and Blair 
Janson. Winter is at the Ohio 
Agricultural Experiment Station 
and Janson with the Coopera­ 
tive Extension Service. 
Apple scab spores are trig­ 
gered into growth by spring 
rains. Thus, it is important to 
start a protective spray pro­ 
gram early in spring for good 
scab control, the plant author­ 
ities say. 
Apple scab spores already are 
mature and ready to discharge. 
The fungus causing scab over­ 
winters in the old apple leaves 
on the ground. The ripe spores 
are 
discharged 
or 
“shot” 
into the air when the old apple 
leaves are wet by rain. They 
may be c a r r i e d by w i n d 
many hundreds of yards. 
These s p o r e s infect apple 
fruits and leaves, causing the de­ 
struction or disfiguration of the 
fruit and defoliation of the trees. 
Three conditions are neces­ 
sary for apple scab infection,^ 
the presence of mature s c a b 
spores, moisture to wet the old 
leaves, and susceptible 
apple 
tissue. 
Susceptible apple tissue means 
developing fruit buds, leaves and 
fruit. This t i s s u e will be pres­ 
ent as soon as g r o w t h starts. 
Such tissue is present in South­ 
ern Ohio now, and is or will be 
very soon in the rest of the 
state. This means that with ev­ 
ery rain period from now on 
into early summer, scab infec­ 
tion will take place unless apple 
flower buds, fruit, and leaves 
are protected with an effec­ 
tive fungicide. 
Growers must use a good scab 
fungicide just prior to each rain 
p e r i o d , Winter a n d Janson 
say. This usually means one fun­ 
gicide application a week from 
the delayed dormant stage of 
bud development u n t i l after 
bloom, when the intervals be­ 
tween s p r a y s can be length­ 
ened to about two weeks. Insec­ 
ticides and miticides can be ad­ 
ded to the fungicide sprays as 
needed. 
Many good scab fungicides 
are available for the a p p l e 
grower’s ase. Dodine (Cyp­ 
res) and captan are the two 
most w i d e l y recommended 
and used. Dodine is especially 
effective for scab control and 
is recommended on all variet­ 
ies for the problem period. 
While dodine is an excellent 
scab fungicide, it is less suited 


in Southern Ohio for summer 
sprays, since it is less effective 
for the control of summer fruit 
rots than certain other fungi­ 
cides. 
Captain also is an excellent 
scab fungicide and can be used 
throughout the season in all 
parts of Ohio. Many growers use 
dodine early in the season a n d 
switch to captan or captan plus 
zineb for the summer sprays. 
This is a good program, say the 
plant pathologists. 
Spray charts for apples a r e 
available at County Extension 
offices.

Minimum Tillage Makes Sense 
According to SC S Technician 


Special Treatment In Certain Cases 


“ Right now is the time to be­ 
gin thinking 
about 
minimum 
tillage practices,” says D o n 
Archer, Pickaway County Soil 
Conservation technician 
The unusually wet season 
p r o m p t e d Archer’s recent 
statement. He feels the lime 
saving characteristics of the 
practice will benefit many this 
spring. 
Minimum tillage is practically 
a self • explanatory term, ac­ 
cording to Archer. “It simply 
means doing as little as possible 
to make a seed bed,” the local 
soil technician says. 
Some people have the mistak­ 
en idea it m e a n s planting di­ 
rectly behind the plow. “But this 
is not necessarily so,” Archer 
states. 
* * • 
SOME seed bed preparation is 
needed, but as many operations 
as possible should be eliminated. 
An ideal system, currently be­ 
ing used by several Pickaway 
farmers is to prepare only the 
rows where the grain will be 
planted, rather than the entire 
seed bed. 
“The idea of minimum tillage 
is to provide only a seed bed,” 
Archer points out. “The bed is 
needed for a period of about two 
weeks, but a root bed is needed 
during the entire growing sea­ 
son.” 
Too much cultivation packs 
the soil, lessening its ability to 
absorb and store water dur­ 
ing p e r i o d s (rf rainfall, he 
added. 


Plowing is the key to a good 
minimum tillage system the lo­ 
cal soil conservation technician 
points out. He emphasizes do­ 
ing an excellent job of breaking 
the ground and doing it at the 
proper time. 
The best time to plow is when 
the soil moisture is just right in 
the spring. 
* * * 
PLOWING when it is too wet 
or too early in the spring or win­ 
ter defeats the purpose of min­ 
imum tillage. The soil becomes 
hard and t i g h t and too many 
operations are required to pre­ 
pare a good seed bed. 
No special tools 
are needed, 
although some farmers do have 
strip cultivators. 
The old fashioned s p r i n g 
tooth harrow is one of the best 
implements to use in a mini­ 
mum 
tillage 
system, 
Archer 
feels. 
And the worst is the drag, 
which is one of the m o s t 
popular 
tools 
in 
Pickaway 
C o u n t y,” the soil technician 
stated. “This is actually th e 
last stronghold of the drag in 
Ohio.” 
They are seldom seen outside 
the local community, according 
to Archer. Another popular im­ 
plement he feels is overused is 
the disc harrow. 
The disc tends to pack the soil, 
if used too frequently.

It increases organic matter of 
top soil, decreases erosion and 
soil compaction, increases wat­ 
er infiltration, improves drain­ 
age, increases water holding ca­ 
pacity and decreases weed and 
grass problems. And all these 
things lead to increased yields, 
Archer added. 
Even after the crop is in the 
ground Archer 
recommends 
keeping cultivation practices 
to a minimum. If grass is a 
problm in the crop, a pre­ 
emergence spray should be 
used, he states. After it is up- 
one early cultivation should 
do the trick. 
Weeds can thereafter be ef­ 
fectively controlled with 2-4-D. 
Minimum tillage, sensible as 
it seems, is a departure from 
the accepted practice of plowing 
in the fall or early winter, drag­ 
ging and discing two to three 
times before planting. 
• ♦ * 
AND NOT so many years in 
the past, farmers believed in 
cultivating the row crop at least 
three or more times during the 
summer. Archer points out that 
late cultivation can do serious 
damage to a crop by cutting 
roots. 
For these reasons, it seems 
difficult for many farmers to ac­ 
cept the new method. Those who 
have done it, however, have 


Bill Richards, one of the first 
farmers in the area to use t h e 
system, has now gone one step 
further and is using a mulch til­ 
lage system. He uses a lister 
planter. 
Other progressive farmers 
using the system include Hal 
Richard, Darwin Hay, Casey 
Neal, Paul Peck, R o b e r t 
Drummond and many others. 
Archer estimates that more 
than 4.000 acres of corn are now 
p l a n t e d locally, using mini­ 
mum tillage methods.

Steelhammer built the parlor 
at a cost of less than $2,000 for 
everything but the milking m a­ 
chines and milk tank. He uses 
half - horsepower m o t o r to 
wheel the cows around on a cir­ 
cular platform that moves on 
sealed - roller bearings over a 
circular I-beam track. 
He made the platform with 
diamond plate steel decking, 26 
inches above the pit floor.

On Facts of Age 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— A 
study at Ohio State University 
seeks to determine the extent of 
‘‘age heaping” — the tendency 
of persons to report an approxi­ 
mate, rather than actual, age— 
in census figures for non whites. 
Prof. Melvin Zelnik is con­ 
ducting the study under a $13,- 
700 National 
Science 
Founda­ 
tion grant. He worked on a sim­ 
ilar project for the white popu­ 
lation which was completed four 
years ago. 
The earlier study indicated a 
tendency to report approximate 
ages, resulting in overcounts es­ 
pecially in ages ending in zero 
or five. About 33 per cent of 
white females reporting age 40 
in 1890 actually were another 
age, about 25 per cent in 1910, 
17 per cent in 1930 and 9 per 
cent in 1950.

Various fruit trees have their 
own 
special 
pruning

ment based on their individual 
growth habits. 
Even so, the basic pinciples 
apply to all types, and they 
can be p r u n e d about t h e 
same way, according to Eldon 
S. Santa, Extension specialist 
in fruit growing at The Ohio 
State University. 
Basically, the bearing trees 
are t h i n n e d out to let light 
and spray materials into the i 
heart of the tree. The longer and 
higher branches 
are 
headed 
back to lateral branches to keep 
the tree to the right size. Prim- J 
ing cuts are made close to t h e 
main branch so no stubs remain 
to encourage wood rotting dis­ 
eases. 
The difference may be in the 
degree or amount of pruning, 
the location of the cuts or t h e 


kinds of branches to be remov- j 
ed.

* * * 
APPLE and peach trees seem 
to need the most p r u n i n g , 
even when done annually. Next 
in line are c h e r r y and plum 
trees. Pear trees require t h e 
lightest touch of all the fruit 
trees, says Banta. 
In pruning a full - sized peach 
tree, head back some of the 
higher and o u t e r branches. 
Do this by c u t t i n g terminal 
growth back to a good lateral 
branch growing in an outward 
direction. T h e s e cuts should 
be made 
in 2-year-old wood. 
Starting at the end of a given 
branch and working back to the 
c e n t e r of the tree, thin out 
the branches. 
The 
smaller 
branches, 
those 
that 
grow 
downward and some of the over­ 


ly vigorous branches should be 
removed. 


i 
The procedure for apple trees 
is s i m i l a r but requires less 
heading back of the terminal 
growth, says Banta. The apple 
tree tends tc branch freely, so 
considerable e f f o r t must be 
made to thin out small and un­ 
der-hanging branches. 
Since most varieties of apples 
bear fruits 
on 
short 
growth 
called spurs, some of these —the 
older ones in particular — may 
be p r u n e d off in order to re­ 
duce the potential load of fruit 
on the tree.

trees, they say 
Although it is too late to se­ 
cure trees through the United 
States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, planting stock may be 
secured from private nurser­ 
ies for spring planting. 
“Many 
abandoned 
hillsides 
can be planted to trees that will 
grow into forests to hold the 
rushing 
rains 
common 
in 
spring,’' Don Archer, SCS tech­ 
nician noted. 
Trees may be used for wind­ 
breaks to provide protection for 
homes and buildings. They also 
will serve as bird shelters. 


REFORESTATION 
can 
be 
done in many ways, — on a 
small scale by planting trees 
around your home on in a va­ 
cant lot or some other idle area. 
It can also be carried on in a 
large scale to reclaim wasted 
land.

Storage Cost 


Increasing costs of 
elevator 
grain storage can be forestalled 
by automation, says M. S. Turn­ 
er, research economist at t h e 
Ohio Agricultural Experim ent 
Station. He has been studying 
the cost of grain storage in Ohio 
country elevators. 
Increasing labor and deprecia­ 
tion c o s t s per bushel tend to 
push storage costs up, while 
increased 
r e v e n u e 
from 
merchandising, 
and a higher 
percentage of fixed cost per bu­ 
shel were reflected in lower stor­ 
age costs. 
One way to minimize storage 
costs resulting from labor and 
depreciation factors is to expand 
merchandising operations and 
i n c r e a s e the investments in 
buildings and machinery. Eleva­ 
tors which expand their m erch­ 
andising can 
more 
profitably 
employ idle building space a n d 
unused labor which were form ­ 
erly a cost of storage. By ex­ 
panding its fixed assets a firm 
can substitute efficient machin­ 
ery and equipment for expensive 
idle labor time. 
Turner says that grain storage 
is not as acute a problem in Ohio 
as in o t h e r regions of the 
country, but it does exist and re­ 
presents an increasing cost of 
marketing.
